COLLEGES >'on WOMEN,—It is no unfair 


assumption in regard to nil tboso iiiBtUu- 
tioas to infer that the desire to fucrcuso 
their nuiubor IftrpoJy iuflucnced ILoir ilelcr- 
iiiinatlou to admit women. Tho caso statute 
somewhat differently with Cornell. This 
uuivormty wan founded by private bonefao- 
lion, but iipon receiving tho agricultural 
college funds it bccnmo in a sense a ntato 
iustitution. Iii 1872 a largo Bum was ottered 
upon condition of tho admission of women 
to utl departments, llut ouo answer was 
to bo expected, and accordingly tho Sago 
(JoIIogo for Wninnii )m.q boon built and 
equipped. This name, it should bo dis- 
tinctly 
understood, niemis pimply 
and 


solely a building, perhaps two, but nothing 
else. 
The authorities explicitly disavow 


any special provisions for women as to study 
or life. It has been 110 littlo disappoint- 
ment that so largo a earn (at least threo 
hundred thousand dollars) should bo buried 
in stono and mortar, bub situated tat tho 
university grounds are, upon a lofty plateau 
abovo tho town of Ithaca, fiomo such ar- 
rangement for a borne for young women 
was perhaps imperative. Tho only difference 
between young mon nnd young women as to 
admission is that tho latter must bo at least 
eighteen years old. 


Vassar College, from its ago, tho number 


of its students, and the amount of its funds 
(ia buildings and all), must rank as tho 
most considerable experiment yet mada in 
the higher education of young women. Yet 
it is hardly a juat exponent of tho theory of 
separate colleges for women, for tho reason 
that it is encumbered and hindered by tho 
burden of a largo preparatory department. 
No one, we believe, more fully admits tho 
disadvantages of tho present state of things 
than the authorities of Vassar. They frank- 
ly say, "l\Vo have this imuieiif.0 establish- 
ment on our hands, with no income to moot 
running expenses. 
Unless 
these groat 


buildings can bo kept full, wo cannot main- 
tain ourselves. 
Collegiate students wo 


want, but failing these, wo must take 
Hchool-girl.B." 
Eleven years of strenuous 


effort Lave failed to froo Vassar from this 
encumbrance. In the. last catalogue there 
wore one hundred aud fifty-nine preparato- 
ry students out of a total of three hundred 
and eighty-four. 
Tho proportion meant; 


more thau tho more numbers indicate, as to 
its effect upon the tono and standard of tho 
institution. Tho general life of any com- 
munity ;uu«t bo fr»med to moet- tho wnnt^ 
of thoso who will suffer most from any mis- 
fit. At Vassar tho girls of fifteen and six- 
teen must bo considered rather than the 
seniors of twenty-one or twenty-two. 
To 


adjust these extreme's, to guard and control 
tho younger without too much restraint and 
annoyance to tho elder, is a problem which 
must absorb far too much time aud care.—
